reserved from disposal at the present 
time, that much of the region tra- 
versed by the highway is not survey- 
ed, and that it is unlikely areas for 
tourist development. homesteading or 
other purposes will be available along 
the route until after the war.

LETHBRIDGE WEEKLY LETTER 


Crested Wheatgrass Makes 
Good Grazing 
—— 

A great deal of work has been done 
with crested wheatgrass during the 
last few years and much _ has been 
written about the suitability of this 
grass as a remedy for failing range 
land. in the dry parts of western 
Canada this grass is more productive 
than either the native range grasses 
or any of the tame grasses commonly 
grown. During very dry years it of- 
ten produces a crop when other grass- 
es fail. The suitability of this grass 
for year long pasture has been test- 
ed at the Cessford Regrassing Station 

since 1942, 

During the first summer, grazing 
conditions were very favourable and 
the cattle made fair gains. At the 
end of October the yearlings were re- 
moved from the experiment while the 
cows and calves were placed on the 
winter field. Early in December the 
snow became so deep that the cattle 
could no longer graze and were put 
on full feed of crested wheatgrass 
The seasons of 1948 and 1944 were ex- 
ceedingly dry in the Cessford district, 
the grass being brown most of the 
time. Despite this tact, the cows con- 
tinued to do very well, producing two 
very good calf crops. During the 
winter of 19438-1944 the cattle grazed 
practically all winter as there was 
little snow cover. As both the sum- 
mer and winter fields had been grazed 
to the ground it was necessary to use 
the hay field for pasture. Within the
